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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Applicant states that fig.61a shows the letters R, and Q f and 61d shows the letters R, and U (page 16, 
parag.3). The Examiner concurs with the Applicant that these figures provide sufficient support for claims 64, and 66. 

The Applicant submits that during a telephone interview the Examiner agreed that the amendment made to claim 54, would distinguish 
over the Blumberg reference (page 18,parag.1). The Examiner does not recall having such conversation. Besides, the keyboard taught by 
Blumberg comprises 14 keys with at least more than one letter (col. 13, lines 4-20, 50-coL14, line 54, fig.9). Therefore, it is not believed 
this amendment would overcome Blumberg. 

Claims 69-78 appear to have a lack of antecedent basis issue, such as newly amended limitation: "the letter input elements having only 
two letters", wherein there are no such elements previously recited. Therefore, the amendment cannot be entered until the issue is 
corrected . 
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
